Change In Pennsylvania 


The apparent victory of Genevieve Blatt 
in obtaining the Pennsylvania Democratic 
nomination for U.S. Senator has brought 
a new look to the party in the Keystone 
State. 
Running as an independent, with limited 
funds, the Pittsburgh woman won 58 of 
the state’s 67 counties against the party- 
backed Judge Michael Musmanno. 
Her support from the voters is a tri­ 
umph for Sen. Joseph Clark, who, alone 
of all the party leaders, backed her ac­ 
tively. Sen. Clark successfully overcame 
the party organization at Philadelphia 
where Judge Musmanno failed to gamer 


the votes needed to insure his nomination. 
Although the final outcome of the nar­ 
row race—Miss Blatt, currently Secretary 
of Internal Affairs for the state, has some 
457,000 votes to Judge Musmanno’s 451,000 
—will not be decided until 5,000 Demo­ 
cratic absentee ballots are counted May 8, 
she and Sen. Clark have upset the power 
of the top party leaders at Pittsburgh and 
Philadelphia. 
The independence of Miss Blatt and Sen.

Before our bleeding hearts exhaust 
themselves over a presidential pulling 
of beagle ears, a few things should be 
taken into consideration. 
There is more pulling and hauling done 
to pampered pooches in dog shows than 
anything Lyndon B. Johnson did to his 
beagles on the White House lawn. Han­ 
dlers lift up dogs by the tails and the 
scruff of the neck, jerk them with leashes 
and make them hold up their heads with 
clouts on the chin. 
No one who knows how hunting dogs 
are trained to stop on command and hold 
a point can bat an eye about lifting 
up a beagle by its ears to make it hark. 
These are, after all, beagles living in the 
highest style to which any beagle in the 
United States ever had a chance to grow 
accustomed. They are not abused. 
They are pets of a family that likes 
animals and knows how to take care of 
them. Nothing bad could have been hap­ 
pening to a brace (rf tail-waggers like 
Him and Her that romp up to greet the 
head man the way these two greet Mr. 
Johnson. 


THERE WAS NOT, in short, any abuse 
of the dogs. Most of us would not pick up 
a dog by its ears. But when it comes to 
that, most of us would not pick up a dog 
by its tail, either, though this is common­ 
place among professional dog handlers. 
Some of us wouldn’t pick up a cat by 
the scruff of the neck, though that is the 
way a mother cat picks up her kittens. 
For all we know, a beagle may like to 
have its ears used as handles. President 
Johnson thinks so, and he has a right to 
his opinion.

Federal Finances Seen In Serious Danger

On that day, “There we l l 
could be chaos and confusion on 
the rail lines,” I have just been 
told by the venturesome Texan, 
Charles Luna, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men. Not only is he head of the 
largest of the on-train unions 
which threatened to strike last 
week but he is about to catapult 
into the group of national labor 
chiefs who make policy for all 
American labor. 
“Why the night of Jan. 25, 
1966?” I asked Luna. 
“Because on that night o u r 
brotherhood 
will 
expect the 
railroads of the land automatic­ 
ally to rehire all men they’ve 
laid off in this battle over the 
two years between Jan. 25, 1964. 
and the 1966 date,” he said, as 
John L. Lewis would have said 
it, not testily but with quiet cer­ 
tainty. 


“AT THAT TIME I will rep­ 
resent my men on the job and 
off the job. We will take action.” 
He 
agreed 
that 
“action” 
meant strike if the men were 
not rehired. He will be backed 
up by the Locomotive Firemen 
who also will want “every one 
of their men laid off to be re­ 
hired after a two year period.” 
I then asked Luna what is the 
real significance of the date, 
Jan. 25, 1966. Speaking in the

of

man who has 
worked himself up from bridge 
tarring and hand toil on the 
roadbeds, he responded with, 
“Watch Arbitration Board No. 
282.” 
This is the seven-man arbitra­ 
tion board created by Congress 
to settle disputes arising under 
the compulsory arbitration law 
passed at the end of last Aug­ 
ust. It has the power to decide 
how deeply train crews in gen­ 
eral can be cut by the railroad 
companies and goes far beyond

the 30,000 locomotive firemen 
who can be eliminated under an 
earlier ruling. 


THIS ARBITRATION board- 
the 282nd in recent history — 
can order the cut of one man 
from each of thousands of train 
crews — except in the 16 states 
which have “full crew” laws. 
Luna says that this could event­ 
ually affect 30.000 of the em­ 
ployes who are trainmen, as 
well 
as 
30,000 firemen 
and 
thousands of others. 
Under previous rulings some 
3.700 firemen will be laid off on 
May 7, the very day on which 
“282” convenes at Washington 
to set up procedure for the hear­ 
ing of railroad demands for new 
layoffs. 
The hearings them­ 
selves will start this summer.

(rf these chronic crises, I ob­ 
served He said there was only 
one answer as far as he and his 
brotherhood were concerned.

T h e y David Lawrence 
probably would be surprised to 
learn that many observers who 
have given close attention to 
economic factors are fearful of 
the future and believe that the 
finances of the federal govern­ 
ment today are in one of the 
most dangerous positions t h e y 
have been in during any peace­ 
time year in our history. 
When the President made his 
speech at a dinner of business 
and financial leaders at th e 
White House, he told only one 
part of the story. 
He em­ 
phasized that profits in business 
have risen from $21.8 billion in 
1961 to $27.1 billion in 1963, and 
are expected to reach $31 billion 
in 1964. 
He didn’t tell his audience, 
however, that the profits of cor­ 
porations in 1961 were at a very 
low rate. They are estimated at 
6.1 per cent of the national in­ 
come for 1964, whereas in 1950 
they had reached 9.4 per cent. 
This indicates clearly t h a t , 
while the national income h a s 
grown, the rate of profit h a s 
actually declined. 


ONE REASON for this, of 
course, is that wage costs have 
gone up from 65 per cent of the 
national income in 1947 to an 
estimated 71.1 per cent in 1964. 
Even in relation to the total vol­ 
ume of sales, prifits also a r e 
down. 
Thus, 
earnings 
after 
taxes were 6.5 per cent of sales 
in 1947-49. and are now estimat­ 
ed for 1964 at 5 per cent. 
Most important of all is th e 
impact of unsound fiscal policy 
on the future value of the dol­ 
lar. Thus, in his speech, t h e 
President said: 
“It s too early to make firm 
promises on further tax cuts, 
but if this one is a success —as 
I have every reason to believe 
it will be 
in building produc­ 
tion. 
creating 
jobs, raising 
profits and generating revenues 
to balance the budget, then I 
see another tax cut a few years 
down the road.” 
This has not been the experi­ 
ence with previous tax cuts. The 
gains have been temporary, and 
the real measure of progress is 
whether the purchasing power of 
the dollar declines or rises. The 
monetary unit has been going 
down steadily for the last sev­ 
eral years. 


NOWHERE 
in 
President 
Johnson’s speech was there a 
single reference to the enor­ 
mous debt (rf the federal govern­ 
ment. It’s around $310 billion — 
the largest in history. Although 
it has been ll years since the 
close of the Korean War and 19 


years since the end of World 
War II, there has been no re­ 
duction of the national debt. It 
has risen constantly. 
How long can any government 
maintain public confidence in 
its monetary unit if the national 
debt is not reduced? The argu­ 
ment now is made that the tax 
cut soon will produce a budget 
surplus because, as the Presi­ 
dent puts it, there is an expec­ 
tation of increases in production 
and in the number of jobs. But 
overlooked is the fact that, if 
the purchasing power (rf the dol­ 
lar is steadily cut down, m o r e 
wage increases are made neces­ 
sary and, as profits are corres­ 
pondingly reduced, prices have 
to be raised. This is what is cus­ 
tomarily called an inflationary 
cycle 


THE DANGER in the present 
situation is that, if the lending 
public ever comes to the con­ 
clusion that the government of 
the United States is going to 
continue to borrow more every 
year without reducing its debt, 
there will have to be a sub­ 
stantial 
increase 
in 
interest 
rates. 
The lender who foresees a de­ 
preciation in the dollar will 
want the equivalent of higher 
wages for the loan of his money. 
When interest rates on govern­ 
ment borrowings go upward, the 
interest rates in the commercial 
world are, of course, pushed 
higher, too. This adds to busi­ 
ness costs and tends to reduce 
the rate of profit. 
Sooner or later, the high in­ 
terest rates produce a setback 
in the economy. This was a key 
factor in the 1929 crash and 
what ensued thereafter. 
The President hinted in his 
speech that he hopes the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System will keep 
interest 
rates down, and he 
warns business to hold its prices 
down. But business will be help­ 
less against the inflation tnat is 
actually caused by the govern­ 
ment’s own fiscal policies. 


THE 
PRESIDENT, 
for in­ 
stance, now is talking about 
“further tax cuts” and has not 
indicated that my action wi l l 
be taken to use any surplus in 
the budget to pay off debt. What 
he proposes instead is more tex 
cuts. Based on past experience, 
this means more and more defi­ 
cits and the further weakening 
of the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 
Unfortunately, in government 
circles there is not much of a 
tendency to look ahead several 
years. The custom is to look 
only a few months ahead to a 
national election, the winning of 
which is directly related to how 
widely an impression of prosper­ 
ity can be conveyed by admin­ 
istration spokesmen.

painted by them today is rosy 
indeed. It was very rosy in 1929, 
too. until the facts of economic 
life began to emerge in a na­ 
tional economy that outwardly 
was booming but inwardly was 
struggling in vain against credit 
inflation and high interest rates.

MEXICO CITY - Mexicans 
long have considered it their in­ 
alienable rights to poison them­ 
selves with spoiled food, burn 
out the lining of their stomachs 
with spicy ones and drink down 
or chew up typhoid bugs at will. 
To them, freedom of abdom­ 
inal self-destruction is just as 
important as freedom of speech, 
and much more sabroso or 
tasty. What they do to their in­ 
sides, they feel strongly, is no­ 
body else s business. 
But in recent days, the federal 
district (Mexico City and en­ 
virons) health authorities have 
decided otherwise. Thus has be­ 
gun a war reminiscent (rf the 
days of Prohibition in the United 
States, complete with hit-and-run 
raids on the Mexican equivalent 
of the American hot dog stand 
and the establishment (rf sand­ 
wich speakeasies. 


AMONG the gastronomic del- 
icasies that makes life worth liv­ 
ing—and. in alarming numbers, 
worth giving up-are these: 
The taco—This is a tortilla 
that has made good, the tortilla 
being that classic pancake-like 
affair made (rf maize that is 
the staple of all too many Mex­ 
ican diets. As a taco, it folds 
up to embrace any combination 
of mashed fried beans, shredded 
chicken, pork, beef or sausage, 
white cheese, avocado, onion, 
lettuce, tomato and a variety 
of fast-dribbling sauces. The in­

ants, which abound here, shouk 
give nobody any trouble. But ii 
the good restaurants they cos 
more than the average Mexicat 
can afford.

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4.64 Inches Last Month 
March, April Showers 
Equal Half Of 1963 Rain 


April’s showers, plus the rains 
to March, have drenched the 
district with almost half as 
much precipitation as fell dur­ 
ing all of 1963, Edwin Copeland 
of Millport, U. S. weather ob­ 
server, said today. 
A total of 4.64 inches fell In 
April, compared to the normal 
3.08 inches, he said in th e 
monthly summary. 
“ In the past two months we 
have measured 12.14 inches of 
rain, almost half as much as 
the total of 26.5 inches in 1963,” 
he said. 
“Rain has fallen on an aver­ 
age of every other day, while 
the normal pattern calls f o r 
rain every third day.” 
He said the rain has brought 
1964’s total of 16.11 inches, help­ 
ing ease the deficit of 17.35 inch­ 
es over the past two years by! 
4 48 inches. 
“ But we are still short 12.87 
inches of rain,” he declared. 
Farmers are hoping for a 
break in the rainy days, be­ 
cause not very much s p r i n g 
planting has been done y e t . 1 
“Winter small grains look very 
poor over the county because of 
the late start last fall; lack of 
rain delayed the crops u n t i l , 
late in November—they should 
have come up in mid-October.” j 
April had 16 rainy days, 12 
clear, 12 cloudy and six partly 
cloudy days for a sunshine av­ 
erage of 50 per cent. The nor­ 
mal is 55 per cent. 
The temperatures last month 
average 49.7, almost two de­ 


grees warmer than the normal 
47.8 degrees. 
The mercury ranged from a 
low of 5 degrees on April I to a 
high of 81 on April 17, Copeland 
said. 
Copeland pointed out the Mill 
port station is in an area with 
the shortest growing seasons of 
all the other weather observa 
lion stations in Ohio. 
This is due to two factors—it 
is one of the highest at 1,145 
feet above sea level, m d it is 
located in a deep valley. 
“This give# the effect of be­ 
ing an elevated valley, and the 
cold air drains off the sur­ 
rounding hills on clear nights, 
collecting in the valley a n d 
causing the lowest minimum 
temperatures in the valley bot­ 
tom.” 
He raid the Millport season 
is 138 days. The average final 
frost is May 18 and the first is 
Oct. 4. “On May 18 you stand a 
50-50 chance of frost, but on 
June I, only a IO per c a n t 
chance.” 
“This is one of the reasons 
area gardens with plants sub­ 
ject to frost damage should not 
be planted until Memorial Day. 
The other reason is that the soil 
has warmed up more by late 
May. 
He raid onions, radishes, peas 
and other “non-frostible” vege­ 
table* can be planted earlier, 
but there is too much risk in 
planting such “frostible” plants 
as tomatoes, beans, sweet pota­ 
toes and others.

24 New Resolutions Entered 
For Pottery Union’s Meeting

Twenty-four more resolutions 
have been filed by local unions 
for consideration at the annual 
convention of the International 
Brotherhood of Operative Pot­ 
ters in July in Long B e a c h , 
Calif. The total now stands at 
55. 
The text of the new proposals 
was published today in The Pot­ 
ters Herald, the official union 
newspaper. 
Local 9 and Local 86, both of 
East Liverpool, submitted pro­ 
posals to cut the terms of 
international officers to tw o 
years from the present f o u r 
years. 
Local 9 also submitted a res­ 
olution calling for elimination 
of 
three international 
v i c e 
presidencies. Instead of IO, the 
union would have seven v i c e 
presidents, along with a presi­ 
dent and secretary-treasurer. 
IiOcal 86 entered a resolution 
allowing the Executive Board to 
fill the vacancy in a vice pres­ 
ident's office if the unexpired 
term runs less than six months 
before a general election. But if 
the unexpired term is longer 
than six months, a special elec­ 
tion would be held, it provides. 
Local 163 of East Liverpool 
filed a proposal that the inter­ 
national conventions be h e I d 
biennially, instead of annually, 
as at present. The same ques­ 
tion was before the last con­ 
vention. 
Local 9 entered a resolution 
calling for the international to 
pay the expenses of local union 
delegates attending conventions. 
It calls for payment at the rate 
of $3 75 hourly, or $30 for an 
eight-hour day, plus transporta­ 
tion at the rate of IO cents per 
mile. 
Local 46, also of East Liver­ 
pool. filed a proposal empower­ 
ing the Executive Board to as­ 
sign only its members to the 


job of bringing in new locals 
and handling grievances. It said 
that “ the services of extra or­ 
ganizers are not needed.” 
The IBOP said the resolutions

The cou rt wou ld hav e the pow­ 
er to pu nish officials who in 
their official capacity disobey ed 
its orders. 
Until Cooper introdu ced his 
amendment to one offered earli­ 
er by Sen. Herman Talmadg e, it 
had looked like the Senate was 
all set to v ote by the middle of 
nex t week on a su bstitu te pro­ 
posal—a compromise calling for 
ju ry trials in only certain cases. 
Now, action apparently mu st 
come first on the Cooper amend­ 
ment before any thing can be 
done abou t the su bstitu te. 
Sou thern foes were still g oing 
strong ag ainst the su bstitu te 
proposal.

Often the modem elementary 
school pu ts on what is called 
“Parents Nig ht,” g iv ing t h e 
mothers and fathers an oppor­

ing . This pro­ 
g ram, 
obv i­ 
ou sly , 
h a s 
merit. It cele­ 
brates s u c-Dr. Garry My ers 
cesses. It also poses some prob­ 
lems. If y ou watch and listen 
at one of these sessions, y ou 
mig ht observ e that the parents 
standing closest to the teachers 
are, u su ally , those whose chil­ 
dren are doing best at school. 
I’v e often wondered whether 
the parents who mig ht profit 
most from a “Parents’ Nig ht” 
are not u su ally the v ery ones 
who rarely or nev er attend. It’s 
certainly not a v ery comforta­ 
ble time for a mother or father 
whose child is lag g ing at school 
to discu ss his classwork with 
the teachers when so many oth­ 
er parents are standing by . 


ON THIS “Parents’ Nig ht,” 
there are many ex hibits of chil­ 
dren’s work. Natu rally , the best 
samples are ex hibited. If y o u 
were there and saw y ou r child’s 
wodisplay ed, y ou wou ld v iew 
it with pleasu re. Perhaps y ou 
wou ld be more likely to be pres­ 
ent than other parents w ho 
knew 
their 
children’s 
work 
wou ld not be display ed. 
Here is a dilemma for th e 
school. It wishes to display its 
best. It also wishes to moti­ 
v ate all children to do well or 
do better. 


The same problems ex ist in 
the classroom where u su ally the 
best work is display ed A few 
of the same children hav e their 
work 
display ed 
ag ain 
a nd 
ag ain. Many other children ne­ 
v er do. Some of them 
n e v e r 
hope to make it. “What’s the 
u se to try ?” they may a s k 
themselv es. 
Su ppose the display s were 
based on standards other than 
the best. Su ppose that samples 
placed on the walls were done 
by children who showed g reat­ 
est improv ement for a specified 
period. If sev eral 
su ccessiv e 
samples of work done by a child 
ov er a period of time were dis­ 
play ed, the y ou ng ster’s pr o­ 
g ress and improv ement wou ld 
be g raphically apparent. 


IT SHOULD NOT be difficu lt 
for a teacher to hav e display s 
on the walls of her classroom 
on improv ement. If she did so, 
practically ev ery child t h e r e 
mig ht hope to win a place in 
the ex hibit. 
Often the child whose work 
had been v ery poor, ev en the 
poorest in his classroom, will 
be encou rag ed after seeing dis­ 
play ed su ccessiv e samples of 
improv ement in his work ov er 
a period of time. 
At home y ou mig ht choose to 
display on the kitchen wall only 
the best papers brou g ht home 
by y ou r child. Bu t if y ou were 
to show as mu ch interest in his 
work that indicates how mu ch 
he is improv ing , especially in 
neatness, y ou will be amazed 
how effectiv e this cou ld be.

Before all of the awards are 
given out this year, let’s save 
one for Zsa Zsa Gabor. A gold­ 
en statuette of a regal-looking 
female

appropriate. 
The inscrip­ 
tion

“For Ha! Humphrey

ceaseless 
orator.” 
Many TV fans viewing Zsa Zsa 
today may not be aware that 
she is rounding out 13 years of 
TV panel sitting. During those 
years she has appeared on more 
panel shows than George Jessel 
and Sam 
Levenson put 
to­ 
gether. 


BILL BRENNAN, a big senti­ 
mental Irishman who now han­ 
dles the TV fortunes of Comp­ 
ton advertising agency, discov­ 
ered Zsa Zsa. Or maybe it is 
more apt to say that Bill was 
like a tourist seeing Old Faith­ 
ful Geyser for the first time. It 
had been there all the time, 
but BUI figured out a way to 
harness all its eruptive beauty. 
In 1951 Biil was program di­ 
rector of Channel 2, the CBS 
outlet in HoUywood, and he was 
putting together a panel show 
called ‘‘Bachelor's Haven.” 
Actor 
Tom 
Conway 
was 
Bill's first choice, but Conway 
was out of town. 
“Then,” BUI recalls, “M rs. 
Conway said she had a sister- 
in-law who was a beautiful girl 
and would I like to meet her.” 


ZSA ZSA was married at that 
time to George Sanders, actor, 
raconteur and brother of Tom 
Conway. She said yes to BUl’s 
offer of a panel seat on “Bach­ 
elor’s Haven” and thus began 
the longest sit since Shipwreck 
KeUy was 
hoisted 
atop 
his 
first flagpole. 
It wasn’t long before Zsa Zsa 
felt too big for the local “Bach­ 
elor’s 
Haven” 
puddle. 
She 
hired 
the 
flamboyant 
press 
agent, Russell BirdweU, and 
aoon was on the covers of Life 
and Look. 


From there she was graduat­ 
ed to the network panel shows, 
then ultimately to Jack Paar, 
who loved to needle Zsa Zsa 
into double-entendre and risque 
quotes, so he could blush and 
insist to his audience that he 
didn’t know what she meant. 


ZSA ZSA once predicted she 
would become “a very great ac­ 
tress — you vatch.” She did 
get into several movies and a 
few dramatic TV shows, but 
Zsa Zsa doesn’t stop talking 
long enough to do any serious 
studying. 
Obviously she has more fun 
being the vociferous expert on 
men, clothes and diamonds. No 
one has recorded a single inci­ 
dent where Zsa Zsa was unable 
to come up with an answer in 
any of those categories. 
On the panel of CBS-TV’s 
“Celebrity Game” recently, one 
of the questions was, “Who wor­ 
ries most about middle age — 
an actress or actor?” The am­ 
ateur panelist guessed wrong on 
Zsa Zsa, who said an actor wor­ 
ried more. 


“A WOMAN can do so many 
more things to MHe her middle 
age,” said Zsa Zsa, who sat 
there as a living example of her 
own argument. 
No one knows how old Zsa 
Zsa is except Mama Gabor and 
Zsa Zsa’s two sisters, Eva and 
Magda, and they are afraid to 
talk for fear Zsa Zsa will squeal 
on them. 
Not even the World Almanac, 
which records the birth years 
of most Hollywood stars, has a 
date for any of the Gabors. In 
1952 Zsa Zsa looked a gossip 
columnist right in the eye and 
said, “I am 29 now, but say I 
am 27. I should start to lying 
now because in one year I 
am 30, so I vill kill myself.” 


CATTY WOMEN may notice 
that when Zsa Zsa sits on a TV 
panel these days she holds her 
head a little higher (it stretches 
the neck lines) and lays the 
pancake on a little more heavily.

Senate Sifts 
New Point In 
Civil Rights 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate had a new point to con­ 
sider about automatic jury trials 
in civil rights cases today: 
Whether to exempt state offi­ 
cials. 
Sen. John Sherman Cooper, 
R-Ky., Thursday night intro­ 
duced an amendment to one 
that called for such trials in all 
criminal contempt cases in the 
dvU rights bill. 
The court would have the pow­ 
er to punish officials who in 
their official capacity disobeyed 
its orders. 
Until Cooper introduced his 
amendment to one offered earli­ 
er by Sen. Herman Talmadge, it 
had looked like the Senate was 
all set to vote by the middle of 
next week on a substitute pro­ 
posal—a compromise calling for 
jury trials in only certain cases. 
Now, action apparently must 
come first on the Cooper amend­ 
ment before anything can be 
done about the substitute.

I’ve often wondered whether 
the parents who might profit 
most from a “Parents’ Night” 
are not usually the very ones 
who rarely or never attend. It’s 
certainly not a very comforta­ 
ble time for a mother or father 
whose child is lagging at school 
to discuss his classwork with 
the teachers when so many oth­ 
er parents are standing by. 


ON THIS “Parents’ Night,” 
there are many exhibits of chil­ 
dren’s work. Naturally, the best 
samples are exhibited. If y o u 
were there and saw your child’s 
wo-v displayed, you would view 
it with pleasure. Perhaps y o u 
would be more likely to be pres­ 
ent than other parents w ho 
knew 
their 
children’s 
work 
would not be displayed. 
Here is a dilemma for th e 
school. It wishes to display its 
best. It also wishes to moti­ 
vate all children to do well or 
do better 


best work is displayed. A few 
of the same children have their 
work 
displayed 
again 
a n d 
again. Many other children ne­ 
ver do. Some of them n e v e r 
hope to make it. “What’s the 
use to try?” they may a s k 
themselves. 
Suppose the displays were 
based on standards other than 
the best. Suppose that samples 
placed on the walls were done 
by children who showed great­ 
est improvement for a specified 
period. If several successive 
samples of work done by a child 
over a period of time were dis­ 
mayed, the youngster’s p r o ­ 
gress and improvement would 
be graphically apparent. 


IT SHOULD NOT be difficult 
for a teacher to have displays 
on the walls of her classroom 
on improvement. If she did so, 
practically every child t h e r e 
might hope to win a place in 
the exhibit. 
Often the child whose work 
had been very poor, even the 
poorest in his classroom, will 
be encouraged after seeing dis­ 
played successive samples of 
improvement in his work over 
a period of time. 
At home you might choose to 
display on toe kitchen wall only 
the best papers brought home 
by your child. But if you were 
to show as much interest in his 
work that indicates how much 
he is improving, especially in 
neatness, you will be amazed 
how effective this could be.

Up Beaver Falls way, June 20 will be a big day 
for Leland Schachern. 
Shack is retiring from teaching and coaching at 
the end of this school year and they’re giving him a 
testimonal dinner that night.

Not many remember that among Shack’s early 
accomplishments was the fact that he quarterbacked 
the Geneva College football team to a victory over 
Harvard in 1926. 
One of his teammates on that squad who dans to 
attend the testimonial was Cal Hubbard, presently um­ 
pire-in-chief of the American League. 
Shack gave up football several years ago, but he 
still coaches the baseball team. 
In his tenure at Beaver Falls, he has produced sev­ 
eral outstanding athletes, including Joe Walton of the 
New York Giants.

Several nota ole incidents occured while Shack 
was at the helm of the Potters. 
In 1931, East Liverpool played its first night game 
in the school’s history at Patterson Field with the Pot­ 
ters defeating Toronto, 20-12. 
In 1932 was the near riot at Canton McKinley 
when a Canton player fumbled the ball on the Pot­ 
ter 10-yard line and Bob Kapp grabbed the ball and 
started down field. In the clear at the Canton 30, a fan 
leaped out and tripped him. A big rhubarb followed be­ 
tween players and coaches but the officials finally 
awarded East Liverpool a touchdown to put the game 
on ice. 
One of Shack’s memorable quotes during his stay 
at East Liverpool happened when he was asked if he 
was going to have a scrimmage. Schachern replied: 
“What with? In a town of 23,000 we only have 23 play­ 
ers on the varsity squad.”

Q. What can I do if I have 
inadvertently gotten too much 
bluing Into some of my wash?

Open up just two 
adjacent legs on the table, and 
use these to hold the table on 
edge on top of another table.

QUESTION: How does an eclipse of the sun work? How 
can one he foretold?

ANSWER: If you go out when the full moon is shining, 
you can demonstrate for yourself just what an eclipse is. 
Cover one eye and hold a marble up over the moon’s disc, 
as Janet is doing in the top picture. By moving the marble 
back and forth, you can cover the moon's surface complete­ 
ly. this is a “total eclipse.” If you move the marble a bit to 
one side it will be a “partial eclipse.” 
An eclipse of the sun works on the same principle, as 
Janet is showing with her brother’s help in the lower pic­ 
ture. The flashlight is the sun; John holds a small ball on a 
stick to represent the moon. Notice the long shadow of the 
moon reaching down to touch the earth at just one point. If 
a person was standing at that point the sun's disc would be 
completely covered by the moon (as the moon was by the 
marble) and so the sun would be in total eclipse at that 
point. 
The reason astronomers can predict eclipses so exactly 
is that the earth moves in a regular orbit around the sun 
and so does the moon around the earth. Because of the regu­ 
larity of these orbits, astronomers can figure out just where 
these bodes are in relation to each other at all times, and so 
they can determine just when the moon will come between 
earth and sun and just where the shadow will fall.
